Washington, Nov. 30.—Suits will be 
Instituted in the federal courts of Min­ 
nesota in the near future with a pur­ 
pose of obtaining a judicial decision 
as to the right of the United States 
government to enforce what amounts 
to prohibition of the liquor traffic in 
the “Indian country” of the state. 
Evidence has been or will be collect­ 
ed against saloonkeepers in Minneap­ 
olis, Duluth and other large cities 
within the proscribed area, and com­ 
plaints will be made that the accused 
persons are operating in violation of 
the 
treaty 
under the authority 
of 
which R. A. Ballinger, secretary of 
the interior, issued his now famous 
order. 
Every effort will be made by 
the government to expedite the hear­ 
ing and settlement of these cases in 
the courts. 
The conclusion to test the force of 
the treaty law prohibiting the ship­ 
ping of liquor into and selling of liquor 
in the Indian country of Minnesota 
was reached by interior department 
officials after a careful investigation 
of the situation in the state. The spe­ 
cial agents in the field have been di­ 
rected to collect evidence in the pro­ 
posed test cases, and they w ill he tiled 
In due season. 
Neither Secretary 
Ballinger, w ho 
has left Washington, nor Indian Com­ 
missioner Valentine, under whose im­ 
mediate direction Special Agent W. E. 
Johnson is operating, was disposed to 
discuss the proposed judicial proceed­ 
ings. 
“All I can say on this subject,” said 
Secretary Ballinger, “is that I have 
Issued orders that the treaty 
law 
bearing on the liquor question in Min­ 
nesota shall be enforced Impartially 
and absolutely.’ 
“We are carrying out the instruc­ 
tions of the secretary of the interior,” 
said Commissioner Valentine. 
‘‘That j 
means that the law is to he enforced 
uniformly wherever it applies.” 


Carried Out Only in Part. 


Infoimation received 
from Minne­ 
sota ft that the Ballinger order has 
been carried out only in part up to 
date; that so far “Pussyfoot" Johnson 
has acted only In the area covered by 
the treaty of 1855 
This treaty em­ 
braces part of Itasca. Crow Wing and 
St. Louis counties, nearly all of Ait­ 
kin county, all of Cass, Becker and 
Hubbard counties parts of Beltrami, 
Clearwater and Norman counties and 
nearly all of Wadena county. 
Unless 
the 
judicial 
proceedings 
about to be Instituted result in halt­ 
ing Special Agent Tohnson and his 
assistants, all of Minnesota, with the 
exception of the following described 
sections, will be brought under the 
tolls of the prohibition order of Sec­ 
retary Ballinger; 
A strip of land twenty miles wide 
and fifty miles long, beginning at New 
Ulm and extending up the Minnesota 
river to the South Dakota line. 
This 
land, reserved by the Indians years 
ago, w as confiscated as a result of the 
Sioux massacre in 1862.

Anoka. 
Chisago, 
Isanti, Kanabec. Benton. Sherburne, 
Pine and Mille Lacs counties; part of 
Morrison county, a 
small, irregular 
tract around Red 
lake in

northern Dart of Koochiching and St. 
Louis counties; a narrow strip of land 
around Lake Pepin in Wabasha and 
Goodhue counties, the part of Henne­ 
pin county lying cast of the Missis­ 
sippi river and few townships in the 
extreme southeastern corner of Hous­ 
ton county. 
The officials do not say that the 
rnforcement of 
the Ballinger order 
will be suspended pending a decision 
of the matter by the courts. 
On this 
point they refuse to throw any light. 
Persons here familiar with the views 
of Commissioner

the special agent will be extended

Stanley, N. D., Nov. 30.—All doubt 
as to tne outcome of the county seat 
fight in ML nj .rail county was done 
away with by the announcement by 
the county canvassing board showing 
Stanley to be belter than 250 votes 
ahead of its nearest competitor.

Government Agents Make a Raid on 
Georgetown, Minn. 
Fargo, N. I)., Nov. 30.—The one sa­ 
loon of Georgetown, Minn., a small 
place eighteen miles from here, was 
raided by Special Indian Agent N. A. 
Way and Local Deputy Quinn. 
More 
than $400 worth of liquor was taken 
into the street and demolished by the 
two men.

agents returned to Fargo to go to 
Bemidji, where they will act under 
orders of "Pussyfoot” Johnson, who 
has made the statement that the twen­ 
ty-eight saloons of that city will be 
closed within forty-eight hours. 
At Georgetown the agents learned 
that 
Martin 
Gilbertson, the saloon 
keeper, had secured his supplies from 
Moorhead and 
from the 
Crookston 
branch of the Minneapolis Brewing 
company. 
All the shipments 
were 
hauled overland from these two points. 
Agent Way says that all points in the 
treaty of 1855 will be closed at once 
and later he says the work will be

MAY NAME FIVE NEW JUDGES 


Governor Burke Likely to Have to Do 
So Soon. 
Grand Forks, N. D., Nov. 30.—The 
appointment of five new district court 
judges may fall to Governor John 
Burke in the next four months if the 
legislative assembly takes favorable 
action on the question of organizing 
new judicial districts, Three such dis­ 
tricts are proposed. 
One is in the 
northw( stern section, to be made out 
of a part of the Fighth district, now 
comprising five counties; one would be 
out of the southwestern section, now 
comprising tw e lv e c ou ntie s, and one 
would he out of the Fifth district in 
the central part of the state, now made 
up of eight counties. 
It is contended that there is urgent 
need of tho creation of the proposed 
new d istrict at once, and that noth­ 
ing shoul i In done to delay the going 
into effect of the law, if passed. These 
three appointments would be raised to 
five by the filling of the vacancies in 
the Fifth and Eighth districts. 
From all present appearances, A. K. 
Leighton, a Republican, has the inside 
track in t h e Fiyhth district, and hi s 
appointment is practically conceded. 
With his appointment in the Eighth, 
the appointment of a Democrat in the 
Fifth district would be in accordance 
with the governor’s wishes, and if he 
carries out those wishes, such candi­ 
dates as Alfred Zuger of Grand Forks, 
J. A. Coffey of Courtney, Judge Conk­ 
lin of Jamestown and Hanchett of 
Jamestown will be out of the running. 
The story that Attorney Greenleaf 
holds the key to the Eighth district 
appointment will not down, and the 
fact that he is backing Leighton’s can­ 
didacy makes it appear all the more 
probable that Burke will be called 
upon to appoint a Republican in that 
district.

London, Nov. 30.—The 
politicians 
of all parties are straining every nerve 
to crowd into a few days the work 
which in ordinary elections is spread 
over weeks or months. 
Nearly all the 
heavy guns are in action. 
Arthur J. Balfour, leader of the op­ 
position in the house of commons, be­ 
fore a big met ting in Albert hall, 
where he warmlj supported the refer­ 
endum, described the government as 
puppets, dancing to the tune of John 
Redmond end his American paymas­ 
ters. 
The prime minister, Mr. Asquith, 
spoke at Reading; Chancellor Lloyd- 
George at Cardiff; John E. Redmond, 
leader of the Nationalists, at Dublin; 
Winston Spencer Churchill, home sec­ 
retary, at Colchester; Augustine Bir- 
rell, chief secretary for 
Ireland, at 
Bristol; John Burns, president of the 
local government hoard, at Battersea, 
and Austen Chamberlain at Ashton. 
Riotous scenes attended the appear­ 
ance at Colchester of Mr. Churchill. 
Thousands congregated in the streets, 
jeering and shouting. 
Many of them 
gathered around Mr. Churchill's car­ 
riage, at which they threw fish, eggs 
and other missiles. 
Many of the win­ 
dows in the Liberal headquarters were 
smashed. 
A large draft of police was 
sent out to patrol the streets, the au­ 
thorities fearing counter demonstra­ 
tions. 
The issues are narrowing daily. Tile 
Conservatives make much of the men­ 
ace of home rule. 
They proclaim tile 
plan of the Liberals for the reform of 
the house of lords means a single 
chamber government and put to the 
front their new policy of referendum. 


Fervor Am ong Liberals. 


There is great fevor among the Lib­ 
erals, a feature bring the sudden re­ 
forming Z‘*ai on the part of the lords, 
who claim that Lansdowne^ referen­ 
dum scheme is a snare because the 
parties w'ould bf- unequally yoked to­ 
gether 
under it; 
that 
conservative 
measures would always sail smoothly 
through the house of lords. 
While 
the referendum would be invoked only 
for Liberal bills which were distaste­ 
ful to the peers. 
Moreover, they esti­ 
mate the cost of each appeal to the 
people as $10,090,000. 
Mr. Balfour has announced his will­ 
ingness to leave the issue of tariff re­ 
form to a referendum. 
The reading of a message of defiance 
to home rulers from the' Irish Union­ 
ists at Alb* rt hall caused much en­ 
thusiasm. “In all solemnity,” said the 
message, “we now declare that home 
rule will bring Ireland not peace, but 
the sword, 
If an Irish parliament is 
set up the Unionists of the south, al­ 
lied with the men of Ulster, will not 
acknowledge its authority. 
They will 
neither obey its decrees nor pay its 
taxes.” 
Mr. Balfour pronounced strongly in 
favor of the referendum as the best 
method of setting deadlocks between 
the two houses without requiring the 
reform of the house of lords, and it 
could be carried into effect before the 
house of lords was reformed. 
This 
he declared to be Lansdowne^ plan. 
Mr. Balfour denied that the veto con­ 
ference had been broken up by the un 
yielding attitude of the lords. 
He as­ 
serted 
that 
the 
government 
was 
threatening a revolution, based on the 
wants of one particular section who 
boasted that they had not yielded an 
inch from the position of Parnell. 
He concluded by saying the cabinet 
was governed by its noisest members, 
who were governed by John Redmond, 
w’ho w'as governed by Patrick Ford. 
“Don’t trust the puppets who are per­ 
forming their parts on the stage,” ad­ 
monished Mr. Balfour. 
“Don’t trust the Irish wire puller. 
Don’t trust the American paymaster 
who calls for a tune. 
Trust alone the 
sound judgment and enlightened pa­ 
triotism of the people of this country.”
